Winter Storm Octavia rolled through the Commonwealth 
on Monday leaving a deep blanket of white in the Powell 
County area. Roads were nearly impassable and the county’s 
Emergency Operations Center was opened to help with the 
statewide emergency Gov. Beshear issued Monday afternoon. 

In some parts of Powell County a foot of snow was mea¬ 
sured. Banks, restaurants, stores, city and county offices 
closed Monday and Tuesday because of the storm. 

Some dreaded the snow due to road conditions, while oth¬ 
ers got their first taste of a real snowfall. It is the most snow 
for Powell County since 1998. 

Emergency vehicles were busy and a few got stuck due to 
the weather. But overall, minor accidents was all that was 
reported. 

The weather service says bitterly cold temperatures and 
more snow are on the way. So bundle up, stay warm, enjoy 
the white stuff if you like it. For those who do not, spring is 
only 29 days away.

Two of the new members 
played on the Pirates team 
with the most wins in a sea¬ 
son, while two others were 
part of Powell’s first regional 
championship team. 

Those who were honored

• Bill Harrison (1952- 
1956), a four year varsity 
player, All District two years 
and All Region one year, 
Honorable Mention All State 
1956, scored a career high 49 
points in a game; 

• Bill Abner ((1961-1965), 
four year varsity player, 
averaged 19 ppg career, six 
rebounds per game and four 
steals, shot 85% from the free 
throw line and 56% from the 
field, All District two years; 

• H.K. Cunningham (1968- 
1972), four years varsity in 
his junior/senior season he 
averaged 15 ppg, 10 assists, 


five steals, All District one 
year, All Region two years, 
member of the 1972 team 
that beat #1 Shawnee, played 
on the team with most wins 
in a season in school history 
(30); 

• Virgil Goodwin (1968- 
1972), four years varsity,

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School board looking to refinance 
debts while rates are good

The Powell County School 
Board really had a very light 
agenda if you looked more 
at content than the agenda 
list. But in that content they 
did discuss how quickly the 
school year is passing by, a 
resolution to help refinance 
old revenue bonds and held 
off on a payment to the 
construction company that 
worked at the high school. 
All the action took place at 
last week’s regular meeting. 

The school year only had 
58 instructional days left 
when Superintendent Mike 
Tate told the board that the 
year was progressing quick¬ 
ly. Until last Thursday’s 
cancellation of school due 
to weather, the system had 
only been shut down five 
days. The calendar has al¬ 
most 30 days built-in. 

(The winter storm that 
hit the area on Monday 
will most definitely afect he 
school year schedule. The 
Times will update he school 
calendar when we receive 
an update schedule.) 

“At the rate we are going 
the last day for students 
could be May 8,” Tate told 
the board. “We could miss 
possibly six to eight more 
days, and still be out for 
Election Day (May 19).” 

With that important 
question answered, other 
important business was also 
taken care of by the board. 
The board voted unani¬ 
mously, 4-0, to approve a 
resolution to sell bonds to 
help take care of some rev¬ 
enue bond debts through 
refinancing. The idea has 
been discussed at several 
meetings in the past year. 
The average interest rate 
for the 2006 original bond 
that was issued to construct 
Clay City Elementary and 
also the high school is 4.20 
percent. 

But after reviewing the 
rates now available, the 
district could issue new re¬ 
funding bonds at an esti- 

/ - 


mated interest rate of 2.45 
percent. Under the old 
bond payment schedule, if 
it stayed the same, in the 
2016 fiscal year then pay¬ 
ment would be $199,849. 
Under the new rate the 
payment would drop to 
$181,165, which is a savings 
of $18,684. 

By fiscal year 2027 when 
the old payment would 
be $301,269, the new rate 
would drop that payment 
to $288,848. Over the time 
from 2016 to 2027, the 
school system would save 
$144,922 with the new rate. 
The board also took part in 
the Powell County School 
District Finance Board 
meeting, as the board is also 
that committee. They voted 
in that meeting, held right 
after the regular school 
board meeting, to approve 
the resolution to advertise 
the bond decision. 

Early in the board meet¬ 
ing the group honored 
Brooklyn Nicole “Nikki” 
Hall for winning the de¬ 
sign contest for this year’s 
Reading Celebration. Her 
design about reading and 
the future, will be on signs 
and advertisements, as well 
as 850 t-shirts. 

The board also heard 
from Debbi Rose about the 
ESS and Special Education 
programs. Rose discussed 
staff allocations and how 
to better utilize monies set 
for ESS. Apparently 85 per¬ 
cent of that budget goes to 
transportation, but only 
about 90 kids use the buses. 
She would like to see more 
in-school ESS during the 
school day, an idea that will 
be looked at. 

Ken Simon represented 
the Youth Service Centers 
in the dialogue session. He 
presented the many func¬ 
tions and programs that the 
centers at the schools do 
for kids each year. At one 
point he pointed that at his 
school, Bowen Elementa¬ 
ry, there are 280 students 
and the center has had over 
4,000 contacts with stu¬ 


dents and families trying to 
assist with various needs. 

The YSC has been hit 
hard by budget cuts over 
the past few years at the 
state level and some school 
districts have tried to pick 
up some of the slack to help. 
But that seems to be an in¬ 
creasing battle as it appears 
that more cuts could come 
next year. 

The board approved the 
consent items which in¬ 
cluded bus trip requests 
a non-resident contract 
with Jackson Independent 
Schools for the 2015-16 
school year. 

The board then went into 
a closed session to discuss 
proposed litigation. Af¬ 
ter 21 minutes they came 
back into open session and 
began to discuss construc¬ 
tion items. They approved 
purchase order payments 
to Allen Construction 
for $7,662.50 and Bayuk 
Graphic Design for $880. 
They also approved a pay 
application for $100,000 
to Marillia Design & Con¬ 
struction. But they decided, 
based on advice from legal 
counsel, who made the rec¬ 
ommendation, to take no 
action on another pay ap¬ 
plication to Marillia in the 
amount of $37,098.39. 

The board did not discuss 
the payment. However, the 
district has been upset and 
somewhat critical of dead¬ 
lines not being met by the 
construction company. It is 
not clear if that is why the 
payment was held off. 

The board also voted to 
move their second meeting 
in February from Feb. 23 
to Feb. 24. The girls high 
school basketball team will 
be playing in the first round 
of the 56th District Tourna¬ 
ment on Feb. 23 and they 
want to support the team. 
The March 9 meeting was 
moved to the central office 
instead of the high school 
due to the 14th Region Boys 
Tournament being held at 
PCHS during that time.

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Local judges take part 
in Circuit Judge College 


Circuit Court Judge 
Frank A. Fletcher and Fam¬ 
ily Court Judge Larry Miller 
who serves Powell, Breathitt 
and Wolfe counties, partic¬ 
ipated in the 2015 Circuit 
Judges Winter College that 
took place Jan. 25-28 in 
Louisville. The Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
provided the education pro¬ 
gram for the state’s circuit 
judges. 

The judges attended 
courses on domestic vio¬ 
lence, science and the law, 
computer forensics in court, 
alternative ways to resolve 
disputes in cases, personal 
jurisdiction, judicial writing 
for trial judges, evolving ar¬ 
eas of law and recently pub¬ 
lished cases, and court tech¬ 
nology, including eFiling. 
With eFiling, attorneys can 
file cases electronically. The 
program is now available in 
26 Kentucky counties and 
will be in every county in 
the state by the end of 2015. 

“eFiling is going to cut 
down on the time and 
money it takes to get to a 
courthouse to file case doc¬ 
uments and attorneys can 
log on anytime of the day or 
night,” said Jefferson Fami¬ 
ly Court Judge Stephen M. 
George, president of the 
Kentucky Circuit Judges 
Association. “With clicks 
of a mouse, attorneys will 
be able to more efficiently 
access justice for the people 
they represent. 

“Also, this college was 
the first for our new circuit 
judges who took office Jan. 
5, so it was a perfect time to 
welcome them and for the 
new judges and more expe¬ 
rienced judges to discuss a 
variety of judicial topics.” 

In addition to general 
sessions, the college offered 
separate courses for circuit 
judges with general juris¬ 
diction and those who over¬ 
see Family Court cases. 

Circuit judges with gen¬ 


eral jurisdiction had the op¬ 
portunity to attend courses 
on scientific evidence and 
expert testimony, juror se¬ 
lection, property boundary 
cases, probation and pretri¬ 
al discovery. They attended 
sessions about the admis¬ 
sibility of electronically in¬ 
formation in cases and the 
rights of defendants who 
are indigent to get state 
funds for experts for their 
defense. 

Family Court judges at¬ 
tended a session about 
Kentucky’s new juvenile 
code under Senate Bill 200, 
the juvenile justice reform 
legislation passed by the 
General Assembly in 2014. 
Other courses specifically 
for Family Court judges fo¬ 
cused on self-represented 
litigants, child custody cas¬ 
es, and trends in dependen¬ 
cy, neglect and abuse cases. 
The DNA session also cov¬ 
ered what judges can do to 
address child fatalities and 
near fatalities in Kentucky. 

The AOC Division of Ju¬ 
dicial Branch Education 
worked with the Education 
Committees of the Ken¬ 
tucky Circuit Judges Asso¬ 
ciation to provide the col¬ 
lege. The college included 
20.75 hours of continuing 
education credit for the cir¬ 
cuit judges. 

Circuit Court is the court 
of general jurisdiction that 
hears civil matters involv¬ 
ing more than $5,000, cap¬ 
ital offenses and felonies, 
divorces, adoptions, termi¬ 
nation of parental rights, 
land dispute title cases and 
contested probate cases. 

Family Court is a divi¬ 
sion of Circuit Court. In 
counties that have a Family 
Court, the court has pri¬ 
mary jurisdiction in cases 
involving family issues, in¬ 
cluding divorces, adoption, 
child support, domestic vi¬ 
olence and juvenile status 
offenses.

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AG calls for more to be done to combat and treat heroin issues

Heroin is killing Ken¬ 
tuckians. These deaths 
are increasing in every 
corner of the Common¬ 
wealth - in every neigh¬ 
borhood and socioeco¬ 
nomic group. In 2013, 
230 Kentuckians died 
from heroin overdoses, 
and health and law en¬ 
forcement officials expect 
heroin overdose deaths 
from 2014 may exceed 
that number. The time is 
now to confront the re¬ 
ality of a growing heroin 


epidemic in our state. 

In January, I joined 
Governor Steve Beshear 
and First Lady Jane 
Beshear in announcing 
the purchase of heroin 
overdose reversal kits 
for Kentucky hospitals 
with the highest rates of 
heroin overdose deaths. 
We’re using funds from 
the $32 million my office 
recovered in settlements 
with two pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies to buy 
approximately 2,000 nal¬ 
oxone rescue kits for the 
University of Louisville 
Hospital, University of 
Kentucky Hospital, and 
the St. Elizabeth Hospital 
system in Northern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Naloxone, also known 
as Narcan, immediately 
reverses the effects of a 
heroin overdose and has 
no potential for abuse. 
Through this initiative, 
overdose patients will re¬ 
ceive a kit free of charge 
when they leave the hos¬ 


pital so they or a loved 
one can possibly save a 
life. The project will al¬ 
low us to get Narcan into 
the hands and homes of 
the people who need it 
most - heroin users and 
their families. This is a 
step toward saving lives 
and providing second 
chances for people to 
seek treatment for their 
addictions. 

When I announced that 
my office had recovered 
$32 million in pharma¬ 
ceutical settlements on 
behalf of the Common¬ 
wealth last year, the judge 
on the case ruled that the 
money be used to expand 
drug treatment in Ken¬ 
tucky. The Substance 
Abuse Treatment Advi¬ 
sory Committee, which 
I chair, was created to 
administer these funds, 
and today I’m proud to 
say that the money is now 
in our communities and 
helping save lives. 

In fact, a new Recovery 


Kentucky treatment cen¬ 
ter will soon be complet¬ 
ed near Ashland, Ky., and 
hundreds of Kentuckians 
will have the opportunity 
to benefit from treatment 
scholarships and drug- 
free housing. The money 
is also helping substance 
abuse treatment centers 
for pregnant or parenting 
women, such as Chrysalis 
House in Lexington and 
Independence House in 
Corbin. 

Additionally, approxi¬ 
mately $19 million from 
the settlement fund has 
been allocated for KY 
Kids Recovery, a grant 
program that is fund¬ 
ing comprehensive ado¬ 
lescent substance abuse 
treatment programs, both 
expanding treatment 
beds at existing facilities 
and creating new adoles¬ 
cent treatment programs. 
The programs recom¬ 
mended for funding are 
located in every region 
of the state and encom¬ 


pass all aspects of evi¬ 
dence-based, substance 
abuse services for adoles¬ 
cents, including preven¬ 
tion, outpatient counsel¬ 
ing, intensive outpatient 
and residential services. 

Over the last year, I’ve 
had the wonderful op¬ 
portunity to join First 
Lady Beshear in visiting 
many of the substance 
abuse treatment facilities 
that are receiving funding 
through this initiative, 
and I’ve witnessed first¬ 
hand how these organiza¬ 
tions are providing new 
opportunities for Ken¬ 
tuckians who are working 
hard to seek treatment 
and get healthy. This is a 
dream I’ve had for more 
than seven years, and I’m 
so thankful it is now a re¬ 
ality. 

Still, the work to curb 
the cycle of addiction 
plaguing our Common¬ 
wealth isn’t over. We need 
our lawmakers to act this 
legislative session to pass 


a meaningful bill that will 
attack the spread of hero¬ 
in use in Kentucky. 

We need legislation that 
makes Narcan available 
to our first responders 
and gives them immunity 
from any civil liability in 
administering the drug 
to reverse a heroin over¬ 
dose. We need a bill that 
increases penalties for 
dealers and continues to 
expand treatment for ad¬ 
dicts. 

We must invest in treat¬ 
ment because there ar¬ 
en’t enough jail cells and 
there aren’t courtrooms 
to arrest our way out of 
this epidemic. Heroin is a 
frightening problem fac¬ 
ing our families today - 
one that’s taking an emo¬ 
tional and financial toll. 
Kentuckians are counting 
on their elected officials 
and their legislators to 
put people above politics 
and act now to fight the 
scourge of heroin use in 
their communities. 


Flurry of bills pass House on third week of the 2015 General Assembly

Over the course of this 
past week, the flow of leg¬ 
islation in the House of 
Representatives increased 
considerably. With com¬ 
mittees having begun 
passing bills the week be¬ 
fore, we were able to take 


up quite a few matters for 
debate and consideration 
by the full body. 

Among the more con¬ 
troversial bills we heard 
was House Bill 2, which 
is a proposal to raise the 
minimum wage rate in 
Kentucky. The bill pro¬ 
poses that Kentucky’s 
hourly minimum wage 
would be raised to $8.20 
on July 1, 2015, then in¬ 
crease to $9.15 on July 1, 

2016, and once more in¬ 
crease to $10.10 on July 1, 

2017. 

Advocates of the bill 
believe this will be a way 
to help those earning 
minimum wage not only 
help make ends meet, but 
help provide the econom¬ 
ic cushion necessary for 
many to help attain ad¬ 
ditional education to find 
even better paying jobs. 


To me, this was a com¬ 
pelling case and a reason 
I voted in support of in¬ 
creasing the minimum 
wage. I am a firm believ¬ 
er in the value of hard 
work and believe that 
those who take initiative 
to seek employment and 
perform well should not 
find themselves in finan¬ 
cially desperation simply 
because their wages are 
low. Any Kentuckian 
who is willing to work 
should be able to at least 
make a living wage. 

I am not unsympathet¬ 
ic to employers, though. 
I fully understand the 
pressure raising the min¬ 
imum wage may cause on 
many small businesses. 
It is for that reason that I 
preferred an amendment 
to House Bill 2 which 
would have set the new 


minimum wage at $8.00, 
which would then be 
annually adjusted to re¬ 
flect the average annual 
percentage change in the 
consumer price index. 
To me, this was the more 
prudent approach to take. 
It would set the minimum 
wage at a rate fair to both 
workers and employers, 
but then would remove 
political concerns from 
the equation by having 
the rate automatically ad¬ 
justed for inflation rates 
each year. Unfortunately, 
this amendment was not 
approved. 

Ultimately, after weigh¬ 
ing my decision careful¬ 
ly, without action by the 
United States Congress 
on this issue, I felt it a ne¬ 
cessity for the Kentucky 
General Assembly to raise 
the hourly rate in order 


to assist those at the low¬ 
er end of our workforce; 
teenagers with their first 
jobs, single mothers pro¬ 
viding for their children, 
men and women work¬ 
ing part-time while put¬ 
ting themselves through 
school. As the Com¬ 
monwealth, we should 
be commending these 
people for being produc¬ 
tive members of society, 
rather than taking what is 
often a much easier route 
of public assistance. 

On a positive note, I 
was recently named as 
a Deputy Whip by the 
leadership of the House 
Republican Caucus. My 
duty will be to assist our 
House Republican Whip 
in review legislation that 
will be debated in the 
House, and seek votes of 
support for bills that are 


good public policy for the 
Commonwealth. This 
new role is a great respon¬ 
sibility, and will allow me 
to develop knowledge 
and leadership abilities 
that will be a great asset 
to you, the people I serve. 

This past Wednesday 
will mark the halfway 
point of the 2015 Session, 
and with more than 500 
bills filed for consider¬ 
ation we expect the face 
pace of this year’s legisla¬ 
tion session to continue.

Winter storm brings a declaration of statewide emergency from governor 

(Editor’s Note: The state of emergency was issued on up to 16 inches, making it one of the worst storms in That’s good news, as that likely means little impact on 


Monday, but with brutally cold temperatures on the 
way, the conditions will not change too much the rest 
of the week.) 

In response to heavy snows and bitter cold across 
the Commonwealth in the past 12 hours, Gov. Steve 
Beshear declared a statewide emergency to allow local 
officials immediate access to state resources to assist 
in public safety and recovery efforts. 

“This storm system is still dumping snow across 
much of the state and temperatures are forecast to 
drop further. Some areas may see accumulation of

recent memory,” said Gov. Beshear. “By declaring a 
state of emergency now for the entire state, we can de¬ 
ploy any needed state assistance, including National 
Guard troops if necessary, without delay.” 

Gov. Beshear and state officials remind drivers that 
it is extremely important to avoid travel if possible so 
road crews can salt and plow interstates and major 
highways.

Homestead exemption set for 2015-16 


The maximum home¬ 
stead exemption on real 
estate owned by qualified 
persons has been set at 
$36,900 for the 2015 and 
2016 tax periods. The 
2015-2016 exemption re¬ 
flects a $900 increase over 
the 2013 - 2014 exemp¬ 
tion of $36,000. 

The amount of the 
homestead exemption is 
adjusted every two years 
in accordance with KRS 
132.810 to compensate 
for changes in the pur¬ 
chasing power of the 


dollar. The exemption 
provided state and lo¬ 
cal property tax savings 
of approximately $178 
million for more than 
449,000 elderly or dis¬ 
abled Kentuckians during 
the 2014 tax year. 

To qualify for the 
homestead exemption, a 
person must be at least 
65 years old during the 
tax period or have been 
classified as totally dis¬ 
abled by any public or 
private retirement sys¬ 
tem. The property must 


also be owned, occupied 
and maintained by the 
taxpayer as a personal 
residence on the January 
1 assessment date. 

Applications for the 
homestead exemption 
should be filed in the lo¬ 
cal Property Valuation 
Administrators office.

door jams. Weather-strip 
around windows and 
doors. Keep doors to un¬ 
used rooms closed and 
close curtains at night. 

• Add an extra blanket 
to the bed and warm the 
bed in advance with a hot 
water bottle. Never use an 
electric blanket - it may 
be difficult to operate the 
controls if the tempera¬ 
ture needs to be adjusted 
in the night. 

• Dress in layers of loose 
fitting clothing. If you go 
outside, make sure your 
head is covered. 

Every year, more than 
1.6 million seniors end up 
in the emergency room 
because of a fall. With icy 
conditions, the chances 
of falling are even greater. 

Preventing Falls 

• Take a couple minutes 
per day and stretch your 
limbs in order to loosen 
muscles. 

• Stay inside - make ar¬ 
rangements for someone 
to shovel and salt drive¬ 
ways and walkways. Pro¬ 
fessional caregivers can 
assist with to-do items, 
such as bringing in the 
mail and/or picking up 
groceries. 

• Wear shoes or boots 
with a non-skid sole. 

• Have handrails in¬ 
stalled on outside walls 
for frequently used walk¬ 
ways. 

• If you use a cane or 
walker, check the rubber 
tips to make sure they are 
not worn smooth. 

Winter weather can 


take a toll on everyone, 
especially seniors. Sea¬ 
sonal affective disorder 
(SAD) can occur in se¬ 
niors and impact their 
emotional health. Some 
signs to watch for with 
SAD include: a loss of 
energy, an increased ap¬ 
petite and an enhanced 
feeling of lethargy and 
tiredness.

Build a network

bors. Schedule phone 
calls, or enlist the help of 
a professional caregiver 
to come in for an hour a 
week. 

• Make arrangements 
for assistance in case of a 
blizzard or power outage. 
Keep important num¬ 
bers in an emergency 
kit, along with non-per¬ 
ishable foods, water and 
medications.

It’s here again, TAXIME! 
Although the filing dead¬ 
line and due date for federal 
and state income tax returns 
is not until April 15, 2015, 
many of us are already think¬ 
ing about how to spend our 
return; or thinking about 
writing a check for taxes 
owed. It is important to plan 
for tax time to make the most 
of your refund, or to mini- 
malize the amount you owe. 

Making the Most of Your 
Refund- Remember that a tax 
return is not found or free 
money; it is a return of mon¬ 
ey that you earned through¬ 
out the year. If you are re¬ 
ceiving a tax refund this 


year, resist the temptation 
to splurge; instead develop a 
plan with your refund to help 
you reach your 2015 finan¬ 
cial goals. Before you receive 
your refund, identify at least 
one or more SMART finan¬ 
cial goals for 2015 that you 
could jumpstart with your 
tax refund. A SMART goal is 
Specific, Measurable, Attain¬ 
able, Relevant, and Timed. 

A specific goal states exact¬ 
ly what you want to accom¬ 
plish, such as reducing your 
credit card debt by a certain 
amount, or saving an exact 
amount. 

A measurable financial 
goal is one that can be mea¬ 
sured and evaluated, such as 
using a portion of your re¬ 
fund to begin an emergency 
fund and then adding an ad¬ 
ditional amount each month. 

An attainable goal is a real¬ 
istic goal. For example, you 
could set the goal of win¬ 
ning the lottery to pay oft' 


all household debts. But for 
most of us, winning the lot¬ 
tery is not very likely. 

A relevant goal is one that 
is important to you and your 
family, and one that drives 
the hard work needed to 
achieve it. A timed goal has 
specific dates and deadlines 
that you want to reach to 
achieve the goal. 

Once you have identified 
your SMART financial goals, 
write them down on paper. 
Post your goals in a spot that 
you will see every day. It is 
important to keep your fi¬ 
nancial goals in front of you 
throughout the year so that 
you continue to work toward 
reaching the goal. 

If you are considering 
putting a portion of your re¬ 
fund aside for savings or for 
building an emergency fund, 
consider using Form 8888 to 
split your refund. Form 8888 
allows you to split your re¬ 
fund into separate accounts 


so a portion could go direct¬ 
ly to savings and the rest to 
your checking account. Au¬ 
tomatically splitting your 
refund in different accounts 
helps you resist the tempta¬ 
tion to splurge when you re¬ 
ceive a large lump sum into 
your checking account. 

Avoid Rapid Tax Re¬ 
funds- Refund anticipation 
loans, also known as rapid 
tax refunds are offered by 
many tax preparers, as well 
as car lots, payday loan ser¬ 
vices, and other retail outlets 
during tax time. Many peo¬ 
ple see a refund anticipation 
loan as an opportunity to get 
their tax refund fast; howev¬ 
er, it is really a very expensive 
loan. Although you will re¬ 
ceive an instant refund, the 
amount will be less than you 
would have received by wait¬ 
ing for your refund from the 
IRS.

Lent, the awaited pre- 

H lude to spring began on 
February 18. Ignored 
by some and faithful¬ 
ly observed by others, 
that forty-day period not 
counting Sundays that 
Howard Coop precedes Easter has been 
Guest Columnist around for centuries. It is 
a time to focus attention 
upon self-denial as a way 
to prepare for Easter and, hopefully, to make life 
better. 

The Season of Lent, special to many, derives 
its name from an Old English word lencten that 
means spring. Literally, that old word suggests, 


“the lengthening (of the hours of daylight).” 

In the Christian tradition, the observance of 
Lent goes back many centuries. The first known 
record of the observance of Lent is from the fifth 
canon of the council of Nicaea in 325 A.D. At 
that time, the season was observed as a period of 
strict fasting during which no food of any kind 
was eaten for forty hours before Easter. Later, 
the Season of Lent evolved into a “period of forty 
week days lasting from Ash Wednesday to Holy 
Saturday” that was “observed as a time of pen¬ 
ance and fasting.” 

In recent years, the observance of Lent has 
evolved even further. Each year more and more 
people are observing the Season of Lent, and the 
emphasis has changed significantly Instead of 


Lent being a time for individuals to give up, for a 
specific number of days with the expectation of 
taking it up again when the season is over, some¬ 
thing desired that satisfies the physical appetite, 
it has become for many a time for serious intro¬ 
spection and self-examination. During a period 
of soul-searching, individuals look inwardly at 
the heart of life and examine it while searching 
for permanent changes in habit, attitude, and 
life-style that can be made that will lead to a bet¬ 
ter and fuller life. 

The Season of Lent can be meaningless, or 
it can be meaningful. What it means depends 
upon the individual and the individuals obser¬ 
vance of it. Properly observed, the season can be 
an event that redirects life.

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Owsley upsets Lady Pirates

It was a rarity. 

The Powell County 
Lady Pirates were not only 
pushed by Owsley County 
but fell to them last Mon¬ 
day in Stanton. It is the first 
loss to a district team since 
the Lady Owls did it on Jan. 

23, 2012, again on Powell’s 
home floor. 

Of course back then the 
Lady Pirates were young 
and they also won the dis¬ 
trict tournament. But last 
week, was something out of 
a nightmare. 

The two teams squared off 
with Powell taking an ear¬ 
ly 15-14 lead. But Owlsey 
gained some confidence 
and began to hit some shots 
off Powell miscues. At the 
half, the Lady owls led 27- 

24. 

The second half saw Pow¬ 


ell try to mount the come¬ 
back. They outscored the 
visitors to take a slim 40-39 
lead into the fourth quarter. 
From there it was see-saw 
battle. Powell took a one 
point advantage with 4:45 to 
play in the game. But three 
turnovers and a few missed 
opportunities let Owsley re¬ 
gain the lead at 50-49. 

From there Owsley used 
the charity stripe and turn¬ 
overs to outscore Powell 
11-1 down the stretch. The 
quiet crowd saw Owsley 
pull off a 61-50 upset vic¬ 
tory. 

The Lady Owls utilized 
the free throw line well. 
They connected on 19 of 
20 attempts for the game. 
But in the fourth quarter 
they hit 14 of 15. Owlsey 
freshman Maci Gibson 
connected on 9 out of 10 in 
the quarter to help seal the 
upset. Gibson would lead 


all scorers with 21 points. 
She was joined by team¬ 
mate Ronni Bennett with 
14 points as the only Lady 
Owls in double figures. 

Powell was led by Destiny 
Peck and Amber Branham, 
each with 19 points. Bri- 
ana Elam added five points, 
Shayla Lindon tossed in 
four, Dakota Brown added 
two and Savannah Hamil¬ 
ton scored one point. 

Powell is now 14-10 on 
the season and 5-1 in dis¬ 
trict play. They will play Lee 
County in the first round 
of the 56 th District Tourna¬ 
ment on Monday at 6 p.m. 
The tournament is being 
played at Owlsey County. 

With weather playing 
havoc with the schedule, 
Senior Night is set to be 
played tomorrow (Friday). 
Powell will host Breathitt 
County.

ell trailed 28-25. 

The Pirates came out of 
the locker room ready to 
play in the third quarter ty¬ 
ing the score at 35-35 on two 
free throws by Bradley Cor¬ 
nett. Carter hit a shot at the 
buzzer to put Powell ahead 
39-38 at the end of the third 
quarter. The Pirates scored 
first in the fourth quarter 
on a three pointer by Wil¬ 
liams. Breathitt got a three 
point play to cut the lead 
to one. Carter hit another 
base line shot for the Pirates 
and Breathitt made two free 
throws. The Pirates led by 
one point with 3:35 to play 
in the game. Cornett hit a 
free throw for the Pirates 
bringing the score to 45- 
43. Powell would not score 
again in the game as Breath¬ 
itt scored the last eight 
points of the game to get the 
victory, 51-45. Adrian Wil¬ 
liams led the way for the Pi¬ 
rates with 10 points. Brad 
Smith added 9 points and 
Tylar Carter chipped in 8 
points. Max Hernandez 
scored 6 points for the Pi¬ 
rates.
